Increase In Loans.

banks in 91 major cities had made 
$4,000,000 more in loans other than 
those made on securities, although 
loans on securities dropped thirty- 
nine million dollars. 
3. A recent federal reserve board 
compilation 
showing a $10,000,000 


drop in member bank reserve bal- 
ances. Previously, increases in re- 
serve balances had caused officials 
considerable worry. 
4. A statement by Jesse 
Jones 
chairman of the 
Reconstruction 
Finance corporation, that with an 
unused lending power of a billion 
dollars and loan repayments of 
$250,080,000, since January 1 the 
RFC could finished the year with- 
out going to the treasury for more 
money. Loans To Industry. 


Jones said yesterday that busi- 
ness is better and credit easier. He 
estimated the RFC's requirements 
would run $500,000,000 below budget 
estimates, and attributed this 
to 
improved conditions. 
•Nevertheless the RFC chairman 
planned to go today before the sen- 
ate banking committee in further- 
ance of his bill to allow the corpor- 
ation to make loans directly to to 
dustry.

trunk in his room, he said, and dis- 
covered that the 
diamonds were 
missing. He was at a loss to explain 
how or when the trunk was opened. 


Diamonds Insured. 


Detectives immediately accompan- 


ied Gardner to the Union station 
here to check back on the handling 
of the trunk. He arrived from Kan- 
sas City on a Missouri Pacific train. 
The jewels disappeared sometime 


after 5 p. m. yesterday, when Gard- 
ner checked the trunk at the Kan- 
sas City hotel, he reported. He 
agreed with the theory of Omaha 
police that the robbery occurred

Guns Blaze as Mrs. Pin- 
chot Talks at Pennsyl- 


vania Celebration. 


UNIONTOWN. Pa., April 3—(AP) 


—Miners In southwestern Pennsyl- 
vania's dominion of coal and coke 
marched back to the pits today 
after an uproarious celebration of 
the thirty-sixth anniversary of the 
8-hour day which was marred by 
bloodshed. 
It was early this morning before 


the last of the 25,000 workers, their 
wives and children, who gathered 
for a mass demonstration, straggled 
away to the mine villages leaving 
the scene of gunfire and street 
fighting in which 10 persons were 
injured. 
The high tide of the day's turmoil 


was reached as five shots rang out 
near the platform where Mrs. Cor- 
nelia Bryce Plnchot, wife of Gov- 
ernor Plnchot, was praising 
the 
union movemnt and congratulating 
the men on their most recent vic- 
tory—the temporary agreement for a 
seven-hour $5 day. 
Mrs. Pinchot For Union. 


"I'm for the union because I'm 
an American," Mrs. Pinchot told 
the miners. 


As the 
revolvers barked, Joe 


Kurnat, 27, and Steve Saxon, 29, 
fell wounded and part of the mob 
turned on Joe Bosek, .0. The man, 
severely kicked and beaten, was 
finally rescued by police. 
Physicians said today that Kurnat 


and Bosek may not recover.

ALBANY, N. Y., April 3— (AP)— 


New York's, legislature apparently 
was moving today toward a sweep- 
ing investigation of virtually every 
phase of public utility operation in 
the empire state.

A repub- 
lican resolution declared a statewide 
demand existed for a full Investiga- 
tion. 
To Probe Letters. 


The senate judiciary committee is 
ready to go ahead immediately with 
a separate investigation of letters 
said by the federal trade commis- 
sion to have been written by Senator 
Warren T. Thayer. Chateaugay re- 
publican, to the Associated Gas and 
Electric Co. The writer of letters 
asked about being reimbursed for 
expenses in a village campaign and 
expressed the hope his work In the 
legislature was "satisfactory." 
Thayer "indignantly" denied last 
night that he had ever been Im- 
properly Influenced by any utility 
company. He formally Invited a 
senate inquiry. 
The general investigation 
pro- 
posed by leaders of both parties Is 
intended to go much farther. If It 
is voted, a joint committee for the 
senate and assembly will inquire 
into rates, business practices and 
financing of every utility In the 
empire state. 
Lehman Wins Victory. 


Governor Lehman's specific be- 
quest for a thorough probe into the 
legislative activities of any company 
also is incorporated into this plan. 
Lehman won a victory at last 
night's session when the senate 
public service committee reported 
out his ll-point utility "reform" 
program. Officials and stockholders 
of the electric and gas companies 
lost a long and bitter fight to kill 
the Lehman bills in committee. 
They protested that the program is 
"ruinous." 
Their purpose Is to legalise mu- 
nicipal power plants and to give the 
public service commission stronger 
control over rates and holding com- 
panies.

Re-Employment Staff Is 


Reduced to 135 In 


Nebraska. 


A revised setup for the federal 


employment service 
in 
Nebraska 


was formulated Monday between W. 
Prank Persons, 
director 
of 
the 


United States employment service, 
and State Director P. V Cornell, 
who met him 
in 
Omaha 
and 
brought him to Lincoln for a per- 
sonal survey of the state head- 
quarters organization at the cap- 
itol.The new lineup calls for a total 
administrative personnel 
of 135, 
which is less than half of the num- 
ber on the payroll prior to April 1. 
The old organization included 295 
salaried workers. 


17 Regional Offices. 


There are to be 17 regional of- 
fices at central 
points 
over the 
state, each In charge of a manager 
who will have certain counties as- 
signed to him for supervision. Local 
offices will be maintained, as here- 
tofore, with 
paid 
managers 
in 
county seats or principal towns of 
most of the counties, but these are 
being dropped in 24 of them. 
The sattfetical division, heretofore 
a separate branch, has been ab- 
sorbed into the main organization, 
with a majority of those who have 
been working as district supervisors 
retained at the same locations. 
In the 24 counties where no paid 
employes 
are retained, 
arrange- 
ments will be made for someone to 
handle applications for jobs on a 
volunteer basis. 
The new setup will last until 
July 1, 1935, Director Cornell said. 
After that date, if the work is con- 
tinued in Nebraska the state must 
match federal funds 
provided to 


carry it on.

BILL SAID FAIR 


Witness Says It Will Not 


Interfere With Legiti- 


mate Market. 


WASHINGTON, April 3— </P) — 


Legislation to regulate futures ac- 
tivities on grain 
exchanges was 


termed "wholly fair" today by J. 
M. Mehl, assistant 
chief of 
the 


agriculture department's grain fu- 
tures administration. 


He testified 
before 
the house 


agriculture committee at the open- 
ing of hearings on the administra- 
tion-backed proposal. 


"The bill," he said, "will not in- 


terfere with any legitimate market 
or speculative activity. 


His testimony was c o n f ined 


largely to an explanation of the! 
legislation, w^iich is a companion to] 
bills before congress for regulation 
of stock exchanges. 
J. W. T. Duvel, chief of the grain 


futures 
administration, suggested 


two or three million bushels be the 
limit at the start on the amount of 
wheat one person might be allowed 
in one future dealing. 
The proposed regulatory commis- 
sion, however, would be allowed to 
fix limits according to conditions 
in different markets and prices. 


"An intensive study of the effect 


of large 
scale trading on price 
movements has shown," Duvel said, 
"that concentrated buying or sell- 
tag in the amount of two million 
bushels or more results in an ab- 
normal price movement in more 
than 80 per cent of cases. 
"Trades within a day by a sin- 
gle 
individual in much 
larger 
amounts are not uncommon. Our 
records show that occasionally the 
transactions of one trader amount 
to more than 10 per cent of the 
day's business. 


"Operations of this kind in no 
sense represent a free and open 
market."

When the time comes, 
he may be expected to deal directly with the imme- 
diate questions which concern this state. 
But he 


and all of us should recognize it is an instinctive 
trait among individuals to desire to serve in public 
office honorably and honestly. Men do not pass 
through the solemnity of accepting the oath of of- 
fice without forming within their hearts a staunch 
resolution to add to the sum total of human happi- 
ness and contentment. Men, republicans and dem- 
ocrats alike, do not shoulder the heavy responsi- 
bility of directing the affairs of more than a million 
people without being sobered, chastened, and 
strengthened by it. Crooks and the rascals, thank 
God, are few and far between. 


It becomes then a question of both ability and vi- 


sion, rather than one of motive and intention. No 
man, 
except in isolated cases, deliberately sets forth 


to disgrace himself and outrage his state. No man, 
with the noted exceptions, sets forth to court dis- 
honor. No man big enough and human enough to be 
a leader of the people should claim for himself mo- 
tives superior to those found among the common 
run. It has been one of the beautiful phenomena of 
America that there is no monopoly on ambition and 
purpose. 
It flourishes everywhere and

men.

In the crash of 1929, and 
the period which followed it, Nebraska was put to a 
severe test. The methods which succeeded in those 
carefree years will not prove equal to the challenge 
of today.

PRICE SEES A NEW LABOR RULE. 


YRON PRICE, 
who heads 
the Washington 


bureau of the Associated Press, sees in Mr. Roose- 


velt's settlement of the threatened automotive strike, 
the enunciation of a labor principle, which, to use 
his language, presents "possibilities so far flung that 
it is difficult to grasp them." 


What Mr. Roosevelt said, in effect, in concili- 


ating the differences 
between 
automobile manu- 


facturers and employes, was that any union was 
legal, so long as it represented the free choice of 
workers; -and that the machinery to be created was to 
guarantee there was no coercion and no discrimina- 
tion as between the various kinds of union. 


With long experience behind him at Washing- 


ton. Mr. Price has picked out a statement of prin- 
ciple which may prove revolutionary in relationships 
between capital and labor. 
The Rooseveltian doc- 


trine is not what the American Federation of Labor 
wanted. Its criticism of the company union plan 
on the ground that workers could not be represented 
truly under such an arrangement after all was only 
another way of saying that satisfactory representa- 
tion could come solely through affiliation with the 
pioneer labor organization. The American Federa- 
tion of Labor has seen in the NRA program an 
opportunity to augment its membership greatly, and 
it has been sorely in need of such an opportunity, 
because economic conditions 
placed an enormous 


strain on it. 


Nor is the formula to the liking of employers, 


that is. the portion inherently opposed to unionism. 
There is no comfort to them in the pledge given by 
the president to create machinery for the specific 
purpose of making coercion or intimidation of the 
workers impossible. 


One speculation is as good as another. There 


is the possibility that under the new principle, the 
old parent organization of labor might lose much 
of its significance. There is the certainty that in- 
dustrial relationships between employer and employe 
will be altered greatly.

This 
wouldn't be so bad except that two of King Gus- 
tav's other grandsons have already done the same 
thing. 


Three in a row would look as though the royal 


family of Sweden had become thoroughly modernized 
at least so far as the younger generation is con- 
cerned. The indifference of these young men to 
kingly honors and prerogatives which they might at- 
tain at some future time by merely "staying regu- 
lar" and letting the elder statesmen pick out their 
wives for them shows that they want to live human 
lives, even if they have to let royalty go hang. 


Ex-Kaiser Wilhelm of Germany has had some of 


the same kind of trouble in his family; but there, it 
would seem, the scions who have strayed away from 
his patriarchal guidance and chosen their own help- 
meets have very litle to lose, since their prospects of 
ever sitting upon a throne are 
extremely remote. 


The same may be said of ex-King Alfonso of Spain 
and his son who espoused a young woman of the 
commoner class. 


If King Gustav were a good politician, instead of 


a proud monarch jealous of his prestige and dignity, 
he would make the most of the situation by pub- 
licly welcoming into the royal household the wives 
selected by 
his grandsons. He would thus save 


himself the chagrin of vainly antagonizing these 
unions, and at the same time advertise to the people 
of his country and the world at large that he is a 
believer in . the twentieth century principles of de- 
mocracy and human equality. 


"This king is a real fellow," everybody would then 


say of him— everybody, that is, except the little cir- 
cle of dukes and dowagers and others of the royal

GAS MIXTURES 
RULED TAXABLE 


Good Says Levy Must Be 


Paid If Gasoline, 


Kerosene Mixed. 


Motor vehicle fuel compounded 


of gasoline and kerosene is subject 
to the state gasoline tax. and both 
dealer and consumer are liable lor 
the tax and also subject to crimi- 
nal prosecution if payment of the 
tax is evaded, Attorney General 
Paul Good ruled in an opinion an- 
nounced Tuesday by W. H. McGaf- 
fin assistant agricultural director. 


Mr. McGaffin said that he has 
reports indicating that the prac- 
tice of compounding fuel by mix- 
ing a good grade of gasoline with 
the lower priced non-taxable, kero- 
sene is becoming widespread in the 
state. He said he 
was unable, 
however to estimate the amount of 
taxes 
that 
the state is "beaten 


out ,of by the practice. 
He said he is informed that the 
compounded fuel makes an excel- 
lent tractor and truck fuel. 
In his opinion. Good wrote that 
the consumer who does not pay the 
gasoline tax on the compounded 
fuel is guilty of evading the gaso- 
line tax statute. He said that a 
dealer who aids a customer in the 
scheme of evading payment of the 
tax in this manner is also crimi- 
nally responsible 
and 
liable for 
payment 
of the tax. Depending 


upon the degree of his participa- 
tion in the process of compound- 
ing fuel, a 
dealer also may be' 
guilty of conspiring to evade pay- 
ment of the tax, the attorney gen- 
eral wrote.

He revealed today the secret to 
which he attributes his success in 
making "clean pictures." 


"Would this be proper entertain- 
ment for my own three children?" 
He asks as each scene is filmed. 
And if the answer is "yes." Harold 


knows that the scene is satisfactory. 
That the formula is popular is 
attested by the fact that Harold 
Lloyd has stayed at the top of the 
movies as long as anyone Hollywood 
has ever known. 
Today he lives in his great walled 
mansion in Beverly Hills, where his 
children are closely guarded against 
any underworld threat, entertain- 
ing for a few friends and secure in 
his reputation as one of the richest 
and yet one of the most modest of 
movie actors. 
No Glasses In Real Life. 
The Harold Lloyd of real life is 
considerably 
different 
from 
his 
screen personality, in the first place 
he never wears glasses. Without be- 
ing 
forward, he is. nevertheless, 
much less shy than his usual screen 
role would indicate. 
Still boyish in appearance, 
his 
face without makeup is mature. His 
flickering smile is not as broad as 
his screen grins. His voice is low, 
and is rarely raised even in the 
managing and directing of his pic- 
tures.

budget totaling $450,000, of which 
about $418,000 was in relief allot- 
ments to counties and the remain- 
der for special purposes. 


A provisional schedule of work 


relief projects in the various coun- 
ties made up by Director M. B. 
Jones of the work division, also 
came before the committee to be 
formally O. K.'d. This had been 
made up in advance so as to keep 
employment going after April 1. 


Some counties heretofore receiv- 


ing relief quotas from the state 
were cut off of Haynes' list, and 
several new ones were added. Doug- 
las county did not get all of the 
$240,000 it asked for as an addi- 
tional allotment for April. It has 
about $30,000 left over from the 
previous month. In March, the 
Douglas quota was $127,000. 


A delegation from' Clay county, 


including the county clerk, county 
attorney, county board members, 
and citizens, had been in confer- 
ence during the forenoon with 
Chairman Smith to urge that their 
county be given a relief quota, 
which it has not Had heretofore. 
They claimed that short crops and 
the aftermath of bank failures had 
caused much distress among its 
people. Nevertheless, the county 
seems to be in fairly good financial 
shape and so long as it is able to 
carry its own relief load the regu- 
lations do not allow federal money 
to be used. 


Asks Higher Mileage Fee. 


One of Federal Agent Haynes' 


recommendations to the committee 
was that the mileage allowance to 
doctors looking after emergency 
relief cases be increased from 5 to 
10 cents per mile. While public of-

BANKS ACCUSED 
OF CONSPIRACY 
TO 'STEAL' FIRM 


WASHINGTON, April 3—(AP) — 


Edward W. Backus, former presi- 
dent of the Minnesota & Ontario j 
Paper Co.. told the senate banking 
committee today that a number of 
banks headed by the Chase Na- 
tional of New York conspired to 
consummate a $70,000,000 "steal" of 
his concern. 


Backus said a receivership of the 
company was forced in 1931, though 
it was solvent, bv officials of the 
Chase bank, including Albert H. 
Wiggin, and the First National bank 
of Boston. 


He asked the committee to make 
a thorough inquiry to protect thou- 
sands of investors and workers in 
the company. 


Backus told of a conference in the 
summer of 1931 with Wiggin, A. R. 
Graustein, president of the Inter- 
national Paper & Power Co., and 
Malcolm Chase, at which he said it 
was aoparent "that these interests 
were determined to secure our prop- 
erties regardless of the methods 
necessary." 
Charges Waste of Assets. 


After a few months, Backus add- 


ed, he was forced to resign as re- 
ceiver and was succeeded by R. H. 
M. Robinson and C. T. Jaffray. 


Under their management, he said, 


there has been a "most deplorable 
campaign of mismanagement, ex- 
travagance, waste and sacrifice of 
cash and other assets." which al- 
ready has resulted in losses of 
$12.000,000. 


The objective of the bankers. 


Backus said, was to confiscate the 
estate, conservatively valued 
at 


875,000.000 under normal conditions, 
for $5.000,000. 


At the conclusion of the testi- 
mony. Chairman Fletcher recom- 
mended the case be referred to the 
senate committee 
investigating 
bankruptcy proceedings.

Top Price Levels 


NEW YORK, Anril 3—<£>}—Bonds 


appear to be enjoying better favor 
than stocks in the securities markets 
these days. 


The sweeping advance in both 


corporate bonds and stocks which 
developed early in the year was 
soon checked, but bonds neverthe- 
less continued to creep higher for 
several weeks after stocks reached 
their 1934 peaks in February. Bonds 
are still close to their tops for the 
year. 


Stocks reacted slowly, but rather 
decisively, after reaching their early 
February highs In fact, the price 
index of 90 representative issues 
shows a decline of a little 
more 
than 10 per cent from the year's 
top. The index of 60 corporate 
bonds, on the other hand, is off 
less than a point from its 1934 high 
reached in mid-March, a recession 
of little more than 1 per cent. 


One reason advanced in 
Wall 
street is that the bond market is 
less susceptible to the effects of 
federal control of securities trading 
The share market, in which specu- 
lation is an important factor, is 
said to have reflected traders' gloom 
over the impending legislation, while 
bonds, in which speculation is in- 
deed a factor, but a less important 
one. have continued to hold their 
gains.

FORMER SHERIFF 


FARLEY IS DEAD 


Figure in Seabury In- 


vestigation; Removed 


By Roosevelt- 


NEW YORK, April 
3—(AP)— 
Former Sheriff Thomas M. Farley, 
who furnished the nation with the 
"tin box" episode of the 1932 Sea- 
bury prosecution of the city graft 
inquiry, died today at Fifth Avenue 
hospital 
He was operated on three weeks 
ago for appendicitis and his con- 
dition 
became critical yesterday 
upon development of a coronary 
embolism. 
A Tammany politician of th* old 
school, for years Farley was the 
benevolent overlord of the Four- 
teenth assembly district—the old 
Yorkville section of New York City. 
Credited as a "smart politician," 
he met ms match in the methodical 
Samuel Seabury in the 1932 inves- 
tigation of governmental practices 
m New York City, and was removed 
from office by then Gov. Franklin 
D Roosevelt when he was unable 
to explain satisfactorily possession 
of more than $350,000 in excess of 
his salary earnings. 
Seabury caustically and flatly re- 


ferred to him as a "grafter." 
He was then tried, and acquitted, 


of a charge of second degree larceny 
for keeping interest on money en- 
trusted to him as sheriff by liti- 
gants. His contention was that he 
was entitled to the interest by 
virtue of past custom. 
Last December, the federal gov- 


ernment claimed $25,025 from him 
as income tax for the period from 
1925 
to 1929. The case was not 


settled. 
Senator Norris 


Renews Attack 


Avers Tower Trust' Has 


Men In Senate to 
Defeat Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, April 3—(INS)— 


Congress today pondered the charge 
of Senator George W. Norris, re- 
publican, of Nebraska, that the 
"power trust" has "key men" plant- 
ed in its midst to defeat regulatory 
legislation. 
Norris made this charge m a 
speech denouncing Samuel Insull as 
a bribe giver and "Benedict Arnold," 
and assailing the activities of the 
Associated Gas & Electric Co. m 
New York and Tennessee politics. 
Liberals in both houses regarded 
the veteran senator's spech as the 
opening salvo in a renewed drive 
to secure final enactment of the 
utilities b-11 sponsored by Senator 
Johnson, republican, of California. 
This bill, which the senate ap- 
proved, would prohibit federal dis- 
trict courts from setting aside or- 
ders of state utilities commissions. 


After making public two addi- 
tional letters showing additional po- 
litical activities of the Associated 
Gas & Electric 'Co., in New York, 
the federal trade comm'ssion marked 
time in its inquiry. It has other 
evidence that probably will be di- 
vulged later. 
One of the letters, written in Jan- 
uary, 1930, by J. I. Mange, president 
of the company, declared the New 
York gas and public service com- 
mission and the utility companies 
were "on the same side of the 
fence" with respect to an investi- 
gation then being conducted by the 
legislature into operations of state 
utilities laws. 
New evidence showing that the 
Kentucky-Tennessee Power Co., a 
subsidiary of the Associated Gas & 
Electric Co., engaged in widespread 
propaganda against the Tennessee 
valley authority and also against 
municipally owned light plants was 
offered by the commission.

The only obstacle to carrying the 
plan into effect will be inability 
of. health department doctors to 
make the examinations 
"By insisting upon the examina- 


tions," Mayor Fenton B. Fleming 
said, "we will go a long way m 
protecting the city against acci- 
dents, at the same time cssunng 
that we will get more work for 
the money that is spent." 


The council has not made a de- 


cision on how to handle compen- 
sation payments in the event of 
injuries, although there is a strong 
sentiment that the 
city 
should 


carry its own insurance. •'The whole 
problem hinges on our ability to 
carry the compensation," it was 
agreed at a conference with H. R. 
Jobst, county FERA director. 
It is the hope of the council- 


men that an arrangement can be 
reached whereby the city will not 
have to pay in excess of the $5.75 
per week compensation paid CWA 
workers by the federal government. 
On this basis only $1,100 has been 
paid in Lancaster county for the 
1,700,000 man hours of work that 
was done, according to Jobst. "But 
the federal government will have 
to continue paying indefinitely," he 
added.
